Tho Kaiser bos been 
desirous of drawing the Bavarians closer to 
the Empire, in this respegt depurting from 
the policy of his grandfather, who withheld 
as much as possible from it, in order not to 
excite the jealousy of the people toward 
I'rusaia. 'i'ho Kuisor ofFrred Prince Luit-. 
poKl, the regent, tho office of -Colonel of the 
Imperial army, but he deulined il on the 
ground of oltl age. Tho regent's brother, 
Prince Leopold, also deulined for the reason 
that lie preferred to live in Munich. It was no- 
ticed that the Kuiaerwus afterwards cool and 
foiiiiil loiiaid-i ilieu), and it was soon after 
that he wrote in the golden hook at Munich : 
" Begia voluntus suprenia lex " (tho will of 
the king is the highest l.iw). Instead of the 
Kaiser's visit closing the breach between 
B ivuria and Prussia, it has steadily widened 
uiitd now the Bavari.in proas lecma with 
rtfl. ctimis upon the Prussian tendency to 
iiifriiijie npon Bavarian righis. It is re- 
ported that ni ither Regent Luitpoht nor 
Prluo - LiMipold will bo at the Kaiser's re- 
ception in Berlin, on Friday. 'I'lie people 
of liavaria are deeply altaelied to tho reign- 
ing houte, and tliu Kai-<er is looked on as 
having aimed un iiisiiU at the dynasty.

Mr. WoiiUcy, reoallrd, gave ovidouco as 
to the number of iiihiibitauts iu the district 
nflfeeted by tbe gmntiug of the license, mid 
pickid out thn signers of the petition for 
ihn granting of the license who live<l thcro. 

Mr. McNoill, one of the si^'iier.s of llie 
])clition, suited thiit when he signed it hi 
<liil not uiulcrstaiid thiit the lici-ntio ealleil 
fni- th(j sale of liciuord in tlie I'livilioii ittelf. 
Cios-s ex i;nin'-'d hy Mr. Walker, however, 
ho adiiiiltecl lliat lU) lu.d read the petition 
hofon: 111) aiyiiiid it, uiiil it was sliown that 
the (loeuiiieul sl.Ued fully the propose 1 
locality. 

Mr. l'\ Peiiiberton gave ovidunee concern 
ing the pi ice of n sideiico of a uuinlier of 
signers of the petition im whi'jli tlie license 
was granted. 

On resuming, after lunch, Mr. Widker 
pointed out tliat biilh Mr. Woolley audSup- 
erintcudenr. lluasfy luid sworn rliat they 
both exatuini'ii the do 113 of the Siipreinu 
Court Building aiid found no notices of ap- 
plication for a licence, luul lliit the appli- 
canta for (juushiiig tlie licen.^e had aLti'tiiptdd 
to iniike u btrong point of tlio lact. He 
contended that itiero was nothing to show 
that the building in Bnatioa Sijuaro was the 
nearcit court house to the Puviliou. Mr, 
Irving had also stated, ns a ground of ob- 
jection, that Berry had not been a resident 
■for twelve months, hut no evidence what 
■■ever had been lirought forsvard to prove 
this. The other side liad, iu addition, stated 
thtkt Messrs. Itdny & Close had not coin 
plied with section 18 of the Licansa Act, 
«>hich requires that two-thirds of the resi- 
>dent8 of. tha-aiatriot shall sign the petition 
in favor of theiicense. The sectiou rufer- 
, ired .to said that'ov:or two-thirds of tha in 
'! jiabitunts of the "town,-, yilluce or settle' 
bieut;',' had to sigh it. He presumed 
that the'-' ' locality - under discussion 
could rightly be : tanned n settlenient, and 
proceeded to lay down what might, ho 
argued, be conshlered it3 roasonablu boun 
daries, as follows ; Conimeueing wlicre the 
city limits strike F'lul Bay load, then fol- 
lowing the city limits norlli to the Cadhoro' 
Bay road, then along tho Cudhoro 
Biy road cast until it turns to the north, 
then still following it to tho north-oast 
boundary of Sectiou '2, Victoria District, iu 
an easterly direction till Oik Bay is reached. 
Then nlons; the coiSt line round back to 
Foul Bay. 

" In this district," continued Mr. Wal- 
ker, "Ipresunio that we have more than 
two-thirds of the iianie.'< of the residents on 
our original p'jtition. Wiiat I have said 
above i.^ all in tli'i nature of argument for a 
non-suit. I would like now to say a few 
words in regard to tho case for the di:feiice. 
In the first place, as far as the allegation of 
fraud is concerned, no evidence wliatever 
has been brou;jht forward on tho other sida 
;iu support of tho cliarge, and, tlierefore, 
it is not necessary for me to make any re- 
ply. Indeed, I am unable to, not knowing 
what is meant. I suhinit that a notice was 
posted on the door of the school-house near 
tho Koyal Cik, before tho license was 
granted, and that, the building is a court- 
nousn to all intents and purposes. Tbe 
«ther side has not a single syllable to say 
against the character of either Mr. Berry or 
Mr. Close. I will put both in the box, and they 
•Ciin examine them as thoroughly as they 
:lilce. Neither iu<tn has ever hud a stain on 
^^his oharaoter. I contend that landowners 
■cut no figure in an application of this kind 
whatever. Tbe only people to l>e cansiilerc 1 
in an application against the granting or for 
tho quashing of a license arc residents. 
Laniliiwiiers, lieyond funning a portion of 
the gcuor'il public, no special urouiids 

for conaidfiration in a matter of tliis kind, 
as landowners. I shall aliow that the whole 
of this attempt to quash the license liaabeen 
aimply got up by Llic Oak 15 ly luiproveinent 
Companj who are at tho bottom of it. 
Berry and Close got tlieir license ahead of 
the oinip.iny, and as a natural consei|iiciice 
tho latter felt Roro about and iiiti-iided to 
■do llieir best, to get hold of the permit them- 
selves. 1 shall prove lh-i.\, they actually 
offered to take over the licen.se fro:n Berry, 
a,nd agreed, if liu accepted their olTer, to 
make him manager of tln-ir hotel. I sub- 
mit there is no necessity for nic to prove 
that the notice was ported on the Lake 
aohool-boHso door. It is for the other side, 
if they wish to umlerniine the validity of 
our liccnao to prove tlut tlio uotice was not 
posted there. 

The Court. — You mu^t first prove that 
the sohool-houso is a cnurt-liouse. 

Mr. Irving -^-I submit that ho must first 
prove that tlio notices wore posted there at 
all. ■ - • 

Mr. Walker thnn tendered the note bnok 
of the Superintendent of Provincial Police 
to provo that several sittings of .tbe Licens- 
ing Court had b^en held ut the sbhool-bouee. 

The Court.— That doesn't moke it a court- 
house. • ' 

Samuel Harris, of Oak Bay, deposed that 
ho lived within 400 yards of tho Pavilion. 
Had signed the petition for the license, be- 
lieving that it was a ncf;e:-3iry and requisili; 
thing to liavu a hofel in the vicinity. 1 
have noiv been living at Oak 15 ly for about 
four mniitln. 

Charles J. Miller, deposed — 1 read ovt>r 
tho petition to Mr. McNeill before ho 
signed it. Ho read it hiin-,elf, too. I poat- 
•tid a notice on the bcIiooIIiousu door, ne;ir 
tho Royal O.ik. I also Hovvcd tho notices 
produced on Messrs. fJeo. W. Brown and 
Goorgo Sinelair, mngistralcB. Several of tho 
names in the )ictiiiiin I tool: round for big- 
mUuro were signed by iiooplo resident ui 
tho boundary just defined by Mr. Walker. 

By Mr, Irvinii— Close sold out from the 
Monarch Saloon about two months ago. 
When I obtained signatures to tho peti- 
tion, although ho had practically sold ont, 
tho license had not been transferred. It 
was not troDiiferrtid till tho 15th 
of Deccinhor. I was employed to 
poat tho notices and take round tho p<!tition 
for signature. Tho petition only refers to 
i5urry. I prusuir.o it meant Close too. I 



uovor took a separate ■ petition, round for 
Chise. Didn't post'any notices in Victoria 
district. The schoolhouSB where I posted 
the notice is in Luke diitrldt. There, wore 
four saloon-keepers' namna -on- the. list of 
petitioners in favor of the license. I have 
been eiigiigeil oil and on from August last, 
in getting the names on tho petition. 

Charles P. Bloomfield stated— 1 got some 
names on tbe petition. The court that 
granted tbe license ih question sat at tho 
sehoolhouse near tho lloyal Oak. I con- 
ducted tho ap))lic:ition on behalf of lierry 
and Close. The Lake seliuulhouse has been 
used by niugistrules for considering tho 
grunting of liquor licenses for tho di-triets 
lor several years. I never knew a license 
granted for tli'3 districts iu tho Victoria 
L'ourthousQ at all. I was present at the 
gi anting of tho liconso. I presented 
the petition. One of tho magis- 
trates know a largo number of tho 
signers to bo reputable men. Chief of Pro- 
vincial Police Huasy, who was present, was 
asked if he had any thing against the charac- 
ters of either applicant, lie said he liad 
not, and the matdstrates were ])roceediiig to 
grant the licoiise wlieu lie ))ro(luced a paper 
bignod by Mr. Wooloy and some other per- 
sons, against the granting of tlio license. 
None ot them were present, and I objected 
strongly to its beins given any weight, as 
the only signer who was a resident of the 
district was Mr. Wooloy. Tho magistrates 
then granted the application and signed the 
certificate for a license. 

James 11. Close deposed that he had a 
half interest iu the Pavilion property. Sold 
his interest in tho Monarch saloon on tho 
l-jih of 'September. Tbe license was not 
transferred until the 16th of December. 
Did not live at the Pavilion. 

James H. Berry slated tliat he hud resid' 
ed on the premises since October, 1890. He 
wu3 about to give some evidence about an 
offer wade to him by a prominent party 
connected with the Oak Bay Improvement 
Company, but was prevented. 

The Court— I know nothing of the Oak 
Bay Improvement Co. They do not figure 
in this case at all. Mr. Wooley is appear- 
ing to have this lieenso quashed, and ho 
gives his grounds for his action in a straight- 
forwarward way. Ho is taking action, not 
the Improvement Co. 

Mr. Walker — Under section .Tl of tho Act 
I wish to argue that your Lordship's power 
in dealing with this case is somewhat cir 
cuniscrihed. The question is, wdiether or 
not the license was illegally granted, in the 
first instance. That must first bo decided. 
Wliatever your Lordship decides to do with 
the case, I submit that tho costs should bo 
borne by the other side, inasmuch as they 
have charged my clients with fraud, and 
have not brought a tittle of evidence to sup- 
port the charge. As your Lordship knows, 
an unsubstantiated charge of fraud in any 
aistion, independent of its merits otherwise, 
always places tho costs of an action on tho 
side alleging fraud. Mr. Wooley asks to 
have this license -upset simply on the 
grounds that be does not want a > hotel at 
Oak Bay because ho supposes it migiit 
he the means of drawing undesirable char- 
acters to that resort, while, on the other 
hand, there is this well-signed petition of 
residents, 'and'the' unassailable respectabili- 
ty of the holders of the 'license, against 
whom, since they hare been' running tbe 
hotel, there has not been one word of 
blame. 

Mr. Irving— I would like to point out 
that the Act requires an application for a 
license to bo made hsforo two Justices, re- 
siding in tho district in which tho appli- 
cant resides. This was not done, for it 
has ben distinctly proved that Close had 
never lived in the district. Tho alleged 
fraud, and there was tho very strongest evi- 
dence of it, conoisted in the reprcsentitions 
made to the magistrates to the effect that 
the petition hud been signed by residents in 
favor of Berry and Close, when tho fact 
was that the name of Close never appeared 
on the petition at all. It had been proved 
by both parties interested that Berry had 
not been 'a resident of tho province for 
twelve months. 

This closed tho ca.so. 

Mr. Justice Crease decided to take some 
days to consider, and then announce when 
he was ready to give his ruling. 

EUROPEAN GOSSIP- 

Queen Victoria's Continental Journey— An- 
other Royal Antbor— The Klng^ of the 
Bolgiang and ills Workmen. 

Mkw YoiiK, Deo. 20.— Tho Tribune's 
fpocial from London says: When visiting 
the continent, next spring, the Queen will 

go from Portsmouth to Cherbourg m the 
royal yacht Victoria and Albert, and jour- 
ney from that port direct to Hyores. On 
leaving tho Riviera her Majesty will go to 
Germany, travelling by way of Barstad, 
where she will be the guest of the Grand 
13uke of He'jso before going to Cronberg on 
a visit to Empress Ftvderick. The Queen 
will stay at Cronberg ten days. Emperor 
William seems to.buve set his heart on the 
Queen visiting him ut Potsdam, but she 
does not wish to encounter the bustle and 
fatigue of a State visit to the German Court, 
and a sojourn at Potsdam will produce em- 
barrassing questions of eti(|uettu and prece- 
dence. 

Tho royal wedding is to take place at 
Windsor because it has been found impossi- 
ble to arrange for an adequate ceremonial 
in Buckingham piilaco. Tlie wedding is to 
be a semi-state affair, and th'i ce'remonial 
will be arranged by the Prince of Wales. 

■f'ho Grand Duchess Stephana, of Austria, 
will join the ranks ol royid aii'.hors before 
tho year is out, in a. iiuhlicatinn with pro- 
fufio illustrations, entitled " Travels in ilic 
Tyrole." The Grand Diieliess lia.s reviseil 
the proiifd hertielf, and soiiiu of the lineat 
illustrations arc proiliictions of lier sketches. 

The King of tho Belgians has won golden 
opinions by the manner in which ho iiiuugu- 
rated his new glass banquettiiig hall at 
Lacken, on Christmas eve, I.iStoad of giv- 
ing a court dinner, ho invited all tho ,000 
workmen employed in the restoration of the 
palace to a supper, and afterwards ordered 
them to bo conducted through tho whole 
winter gtrdens, which were magnificop.f'y 
lighted for tlie first time by olootrTcity. On 
leaving each guest was presented with a 
bottle of wine, a case of sweetmeats and a 
purse of money.

CUNmNO BUT U^^TItUTlIFUL. 

' Tho News-Adreriiser flfads that the 
Mechanics Lien Luw, which was enacted, 
lo«t year, l>y tiio Provincial Lef!is'''''"'''2> 
•w-orliB well, luul lliut ils operation lius 
proved that the obji'Ctions urged against 
tho measure, while in ils paasagu through 
tho House, wero groundless. It is pleasant 
to hear thia. A good Lien Law is wliafc 
Almost every one wanted, but the difficulty 
■was in comhig to a decision, as to what 
ought to 1)6 put in such a law and what 
ou^ht to be left out. The provision which 
fine law-maker l)clioved to be good and 
■fair,-, another law-mikker pronounood bad 
and iinfair. Yet both law-makers wanted 
to give tbo province a law, which would 
secure to the H-oiUmau liia wages, and to 
the me rebant, or other dealer, tho value (■£ 
the material ho had sold. Tliore were 
differences of opinion among men, who 
were honestly desirous to make tbo law as 
perfect'' as possible. Many objected to 
parts of tlie law that eventually passed, be- 
oauso, iu their opinion, it as framed was not 
good enough— did not afford sudicicnt 
security to the workingman. If the law 
proToa, as the Advertiser asserts it to he, 
effeotive, no mctnbors of the community 
will be better pleased than these rery ob- 
jectors. 

But the News-Advertiser, in giving what 
it calls tho Indepeudent Party credit for 
aarryiug this Iu«', need not have stated 
what was not true. It says : 
' ■" While the Bill niot with the severest 
opposition from the Government the pro- 
moters in thn Efouso labored under the dia- 
tdrantages thit a yi'oat nnmlior of the mem- 
■fcers from tho rural di-iti-icts were both un- 
acquainted with the objections found to tho 
..prerlotis law and not aware of the necessity 
that existed for a more satiafaotory measure 
■'oeing substituted for it." 

The (iovcrnnient did not oppose tho Lien 
Tiill .severely or in any other way. It was, 
as far as the Oovernnient was concerned, a 
measure which every supportor of the Gov- 
ernment was free to support or to oppose, as 
be saw fit. As n matter of fajt the Leader 
«f the Government was found generally sup- 
porting the bill, while tho Attorney General 
apposed many of its provinions. And It was 
the samo willi tlio 3ii|)[ii)rter.4 of the Govern- 
ment. They approvcil of wh^at they believ- 
ed to ba goad in the, bill, anil opposed what 
they considered bad. To say, therefore, 
that the QovernBient, as tt Government, 
opposed tho Lien LuW, is to aiy what is 
aonspicuoualy untrue. 

If the (JovenuneMt, as tho Adverti.-ier ns- 
aorts, Bovoroly oppoaeil llio Lien llill, it 
would.oprtalnly hare been defeated. The 
OoreifninentVag strong enough in the Legis- 
lature to defeat what it opposed, as well as 
to carry what it advocjited. 

We should like to know wlio the ignorant 
uiembcrs from tlie rural dIsLriotJ wero who 
required to bu iuslruclcd aa to th-J merits of 
the bill by its ucoomplishod promoters. 
Was Mr. Somlin or Mr. Sword two of these 
Hayaecis tor wlioso enlightenment the 
eeuior msmher for Vanouvor hud to act 
the part of parliuinentary pediigogiio ? They 
are lioth from the runil (lialricts, hut to an 
BUtaider they appear quite aa competent to 
teach the bumptious member from Vancou- 
ver City, OS ho is to teach them; and so with 
tho other inembor-o from tho rural districts. 
Wo woiiUl n )l ho aurpriaed to find that the 
uioiiibers from llio rural districts wero so 
obtuse aa not to snj tho towering ciiperiority 
(»f tho gentleman who now poses as tlieir 
superior and insti uctor. It appeared to out- 
siders that that gonllouian, to hia intense 
.ohftjrin, vor/ soon saw that lie was not esti 



matod by the rural members at his own 
valuation. 

The Advertiser speaks of the' Legislature 
being compelled to observe tho general inter- 
est that was felt in the measure. There 
was no conipulaion needed. Tlia mcmhera 
generally wished to f.co an eireelivn Lien 
Law enacted, and each of them, without 
distinction of party, advocated what ho con- 
sidered the good features of the meuaure 
and opposed whut he believed to bo bad. 

It is easy to see lhat vhe Advertiser 
wiahes to pose ua tho chumpion of tlio Labor 
organiz itiona. It is trying to niiiUe tho 
working men of Vancouver and elaewhcro 
believe that the Qoverntnent is opposed to 
thoirinteraata.' We havsseen that ili the mat- 
ter of tho Lien Law it cannot do this without 
saying what ia giosaly, untrue, and it will 
have to resort to misrcproscntatiou and 
falsehood us often as it attempts to represent 
tho Government aa unfriendly to tho work- 
ingman or careless of his interests. 



THE LATETT BUUSII IN INDIA. 

Tho brush with the tribesmen on tho 
frontier of Cashmere allows that matters in 
that p irt of India arc slill in an imiiuit t 
condition. Were it not that tho Little 
Pamir, which appears to be tho abode of the 
raiders, is just beyond tho sphere of Uus- 
sian inlluence, very littlo indeed would bo 
thought of tho disturbance. But there is a 
suspicion that tho natives are egged on by 
Russian intriguers in order tocrealu trouble 
in India. The Russians may hope that tho 
Ihnio of insurrection kindled in the far 
north may creep southward aad in time 
create a conflagration, when thuy, choaing 
their own timo, will interfere and obtain 
a foothold in the peninsula, and perhaps 
drive the British out of it all tog-'ther. 
This is not a theory of uioro alarmists. 
Observent men with oool head« have noticed 
the advances which Russia has been making 
of late years towards tlio Indian frontier, 
and they see, or believe they see, in tho 
movements of that power a deep design 
to extend its territory southwards. Whether 
tho tribesmen are backed up by the Ruj- 
aiaas or not tho British uro doing what is 
wi^o iu acting ngaiii.at them vigorously and 
promptly. Everything in India depends 
upen the British keeping up their prestige. 
As long as tho natives iielieve they are ready 
and ublo to stamp out the ilame of rebellion 
iis soon aa it appear.^, so long will they bo 
subuiissive, and wear theyoke*of their con- 
querors cheerfully. But lat them once get 
it into their heads that the British have de- 
generated, that they have neither tho cour- 
age nor tho resources they once had, oud 
they will become impatient of British rule, 
and will conspire and rise up against 
it in a hundred places.. The rulers of 
India cannot aGTocd to' be forbearing, or 
even mercifttl,. to rebels. They roust be 
conquored, and that speedily and complete- 
ly. The tribesmen who see how prompt 
the British are to repel encroachment, and 
how certain the men who invada tho terri- 
tory of the state under their protection are 
to bo punished, will not be very ready to 
listen to the wliisperings of the Ruasiun 
tnmpter, or to place reliance on hisprotnises. 



A DEMOliALlZED STATE. 

The December number of The torum 
contains an article on "The LouIsinna 
Lottery ; Shall Its Charter Be Renewed ? " 
by Judge Frank McGloin. This lottery 
agitation is a most singular political phe- 
nomenon. It is hardly credible that in ibis 
nineteenth century, in a lepublio which 
boasts of its enlightenment, a gigantic 
gambling concern should be able to make a 
whole state servo its purposes, and should 
attempt to pcrsuudo its inhabitants to al er 
their state constitution in order to increase 
its profits and trive it a longer lease of life. 
But from what Judge McGloin writes and 
from what Mr, John C. WioklifiTo says in 
the stme number of that c.'cccllcnt periodical, 
this ia the ciso in the .Stuto of Louisiana. 
Since tho year 1809 that state has been 
ulmost completely under tho thumb of the 
great lottery c impi.ny. Tlie company has 
bought legislators, it has purchased con- 
stituencies, it has corrupted the courts 
of law. It' has been able 't'o 
got — by paying for it — whatever 
wanted. And now it demands 
to have tho constitution of the State 
aniend'.'d, so lhat it may live a quarter of a 
century longer. To effect this purpose it ia 
carrying on a vigorous campaign* ■ Honest 
men who love their" country and who wish 
to see it respected abroad liiivo united to 
op|)O30 the Lollcry, but they do not attempt 
to conceal from tlicnr-elvta tluit the work is 
ono of very great dilhoulty, and lliat it is 
iineiitionablo whether it will be crowned 
with success. Here^ ia how the learned 
judge describes tho sitiiation ;— 

" On one siilo is a Iniiid of lottery gamb- 
lers grown rich upon tlmir iiei'uriiaw biisi- 
iiesd, and willing to spend enormously lor 
the p;-ipeLuatiun of llicir nioiiopuly ;. aiui 
with thuni ia every elnnieiit of the popula- 
tiiiii that is purchaajble or oontruUablo by 
cousi loiations of a a-. lli-ih cliari ct'ir. Unf r- 
tunatoly they have also the countenaMce and 
supp ort of uviwy lionC)t, but misguided men 
who huvn convineed thenmulv^js thitiho 
State of Louisiana is lu ,k in tho depth of 
poverty, and that she will bo juslilied in 
licensing guinbliiig on the same. principles 
»a tho iKjuiir traflic is laden with a tax for 
Govcinmeut support. 

" On tho other aide are arrayed all who 
are oupo-sed, oa a matter of principle, to 
giuiihling in any shape or under any circum- 
stances, tnyether with a larger uuinbor not 
so exireme in their views, yet opposing this 
gaiiildiiig iiialiiutioii as (lestruotive to tho 
best and dearest interest of the State." 

Monry is tho great engine of corruption 
with which the Lottery Coiripany produces 
such extraordinary cfl'eots, and with which 
it expects to produce results still more ex- 
traordinary. Ils profits huvo beencnonnoua, 
and the men who are at ita luanageni know 
how to uao it to lhat it shall produce tho 
greatest and most striking effects. Its 
-revenue is calculated to bo a little over thir- 
teen millions of dollars a year. The Lot- 
tery is tho most gigantic fraud in cxistcuco. 



It takes from the people some §28,000,000 a 
year and gives them back in the shape of 
prizes less than §15,000,000. Its expenses 
are compar-itively trifling. Vor this im- 
mense income tho outlay is unprecedenlly 
snuiU. It is no wonder, then, that it has 
money at its disposal to purchase the support 
it nceda. Mr. WickliiTe tells tho following 
story of a Louiaana. Senator who was, last 
year, suddenly converted to the side of the 
Lottery : 

" Tic was a man who had never had a 
dollar iu hia life. He was ono of those men 
whom you have sonietinies met that were 
born about one thousand dollars behind- 
hand, and who never caught up. He waa 
deeply in debt, and had been so over since 
howbsaman. From his dead body was 
tidien a money-belt, which contained $18,- 
000 in one-thousand dollar billH, all new. 
Another, also a member of the House, who 
was tho same sort of man, died very soon 
after the iidjournment, and a largo sum of 
money was found in hia possession, ulao " 

In tho election that is going on in the 
State now, tho Lottery has its oandidiuto for 
Governor. His name is MoEnery. Ho 
was formerly a judge; and, having done it 
good service in that capacity, the Lottery 
liiia undertaken to advance hia political 
fortunea. Wo see that, in a convention 
lately held, the delegates supporting him 
were an overwhelming majority. It will 
soon be seen whether or not the Louisiana 
L ittery is to be one of the recognised iustl- 
tulions of the United States. If the people 
of Louisiana agree to tho constitutional 
amendment asked for, the Federal Govern- 
ment is powerless to interfere.

Washington City, Dou. 29.— Telegrutns 
have been received annouuoing that on the 
A")th iust. the House of Japiuieso Uepiosen- 
tativos wua dissolved by au imperial order 
under the constitution. The lloiiae of I'eers 
was prorogued and u now election for nioin- 
l)era of l!ie lower liouse will be held within 
tivo montlis. The government liases its 
action upon the desire to test public opinion 
concerning the policy of the popular purty 
in the House of Itepresentatived which has 
indiscriminately opposed all govtrnnient 
measures. 

Three distinct fpeciticatiouH arc nuule, in 
regard to tlic course of oppositioji pursued. 
First — It insisted upon a wholesale luduc- 
tion in national exi)enditin wliich, if 
adopted, would be fatal to lulniini^stnilive 
eilicucy. Second — It pcrsei'ercd in post- 
poning debate upon urgent government liillf 
especially measures for the relief of Hnil'er- 
crs by the recent earthquakes and ildoda, 
and for the repair of liver embanknienta, 
wholly or partially destroyed by oiirth- 
quakes, which, in their present condition, 
threatened irreparable disaster to laryo 
diatriets. Third — It rejected, without de- 
bate, the convenient bills for national 
defences, for railway extension and for 
lightening local taxation. Those uota, tliu 
government states, betray a disregard of 
the national welfare, aud a spirit antagonis- 
tic to the proper discharge of the . duties 
devolving upon the government. On its 
own responsibility the government issued 
an ordinance for the relief of the sufl'erera 
by the earthquake and Hoods, and for the 
repair of river embankments, appropria- 
ting over 84,000 ,00O in addition to the 
«3,000,000 already granted. 

SnriiillHls In Sew York. 
AuiANV, N. Y., Dec. 29.— While the tem- 
perance vote- in New York State remains 
stationary, the socialists are steadily gain- 
ing. In 1S88 their total vote was 2,068, In 
1890 it was ]3,3.'17. This year it was 18,- 
204. The bulk of the socialist vote "conies, 
of course, from New York and Bp'oklyn, 
but the candidate of the party for Governor 
received, 'last month, 779 votes in Erie 
county, 436 in Monroe, 341 in Albany, 291 
in Queens, 292 in Westchester and 242 in 
Oaeida; There is no county iu the State in 
which, 'at^'the 'late' election, the socialists 
polled uo vote. In Jefferson county, where 
they had five votes last year, they had 101 
this year.,. . .. ". 

Atcnliist (lio Chinese. 

San Francisco, Doc. 29.— John W. 
Hayes,' General Secretary of the Knights of 
Labor, is in this city to arouse interest in 
the anti-Chineae question. He regards it as 
of great importance, as the exclusion act 
will expire next year, nnd is anxious to get 
influence to aid the passage of a hill to be 
presented to Congress by the Knights of 
Labor, providing for the exclusion of all 
Chinese but consular attaches. 

Ilnw Snclnllst I'nyii Olctl. 
Cairo, Deo. 29. — Father Olirwulder, who 
rec«ntly^;;eacaped ' from Orodarman, has 
written a iBtter to tho widow of Oliver 

; Payn, describing her husband's death. 

•Payn, after being captured by the Malidi, 
was chained as a spy and caught a fever 
while en route to Khartoum. He was not 
allowed to halt, but was hoisted on to a 
camel. Being too ill to retain his seat he 
fell head foremost, and was then buried 
alive to save further trouble. Payn was a 
noted French communist and warm per- 
sonal friend of Henri Rochefort. It had 
been supposed that he joined the Mahdi's 
troops instead of joining Gordon at Khar- 
toum, and to him was given credit for the 
successful military operations of the Arabs 
in the Soudan.

THE PEOPLE OF INDIA. 

Ancient Triulltlnns of tho Illniloos nnil 
I^li»Iiai:une(lans I'lxplodcd. 

"In .some respects," says Kev. I. L. 
Hausor,. to the C^tleago,.Ne^s,' "the 
llliuloos are the most intellectual' race 

in llu' world. In all the passivo facul- 
ties of tlu' niiml, in contcinphitivo phil- 
(isopliy iinil in nifinory tlioy far excel 
tlu- I'^uropuan. This iiitrlleotual capac- 
ity is not surprising' when it is rc- 
inombored that the Hindoos since about 
thu time Moses crossed 'the Hod sea 
have lived a:ccording' to a system of 
rules rcguhitinjj their life and halnts 
quite as e.Kaetin;f as that of the Jlosaic 
law. They drink no .spirituous bovcr- 
u.ijes. It is I'lUdiiddini by their religion. 
(.Uuttony is unknown anion/,'' thoiii. 
.'\bstoiaious and chaste habits of life are 
the rule among them, and have been 
for countless generations. Tho inllu- 
ence of this, both physically and intel- 
lectually, has been to develop a typo to 
which every individual is conformed. 
Tliey arc im!.: str^Mig: physically, but are 
liiM'fectly formed and in a certain sense 
handsome. They are lotallj" lacking 
in the inventive faculty but strong' in 
the imitative. They are intelligent, 
.shrewd, polite and hospitable. 

"Thoy are as polite as the" Frencli," 
said Mr. Ilanscr. "No matter what 
blmidor of speech a European inalce.'^ in 
iisinfj their lani,i'uago they never bi;tray 
the fact that they iioliee'it. if a Ihiro- 
lieau asks one of thi'iu u-hethi-r he has 
not liiailo a blunder in spreeli tho reply 
be v.'ill (fct will be, 'Sahib speaks like 
an ungoi from hoavon,' or 'Sahib speaks 
like one born in the land.' 

'"Tliis characteristic belonps to the 
.Mohamuiedans as well. I remember a 
young' Methodist minister who came 
out as a missionary, His wife was one 
of these assertive, managin;'' sort of 
%vomcn, with just a touch of the har- 
ridan in her makeup. Native shrewd- 
ness ■v\'as not long in lindin/^ ^this out. 
Now the Mohammedan word for such a 
woman is 'boo-ree-yah,' with the ueceiit 
on the first syllable, and the word for 
evil is 'boo-rah-ec,' with the accent on 
the second syllable. The youny mis- 
sionary was anxious to get to work as 
soon ns possible, and to that end soon 
learned or thought ho had learned tin; 
Lord's prayer in the vcrnacul;u'. 'I'liis 
accomplishctl, tit the very next <4'allier- 
ing in tho mission church he made u'^e 
of it. lint he 'fell down,' as 1 believe 
you call it here, on the accents, and 
used the wrong word, thus praying to 
bo delivered from his wife instead of 
from evil. Though the mistake w:is 
most ludicrous in nsitive cars, there was 
not the least sign given tlitit it had been 
noiiefid. I am quite sure as much could 
not be said if suoh a blunder should be 
made in this country. 

"Thu Mohammedans, or, as wo call 
them, '^Moohmnmedans,' are as distinct 
in appearance from tho Hindoos ns they 
arc in religion. Physically the^' are a 
mucli larger and according to western 
ideiils a handsomer i-ace. In the north, 
toward the hUls, ma'ny of them, arc six 
^eet tall, straight and dignified in bear- 
.ing. They ;irc not nearly so chaste a 
people as the Hindoos, their religion 
liolding up to them different ideals. 
Many both of the Mohammedans and 
Hindoos arc refined, cultured and ctlu- 
eatiHl. All arc civilized and not the 
Kavnges or barbarians I find so many 
p;'oplo here think them. 

"Von hear much of the poverty of 
India. It is true, .Si.xty per cent, of 
the population never have tiuite enough 
to cat. Yet I have never seen in India 
the pinching, degrading poverty I have 
seen in Ijondon and New York. The 
people of India are poor bcotiuse the' 
population is so dense, the metliods of 
■production so intidequato, ptirtl}- tine to 
tlie existence of caste aud because the 
taxes are so enormous. Hut with ail 
this poverty the mass of the people iintl 
it relatively about as easy to make a 
living as people in Europe and America. 
Of course, on the avt'rage, they do not 
live as well. But quite as dark a pi<:- 
ture of life in America or England can 
be written — indeed, has been written — 
as any that can be written of India. 
The difference is that our own expe- 
rience and o'Bservation relieves the mel- 
ancholy of the picture in one case, 
\rhile in the other avc liave no other 
knowledge tlian the picture gives us. 

"These stcn-ies of mothers tlirowing 
their children into the Ganges is all a 
'fake." I never saw it done, or auy one 
■who claimed to have seen it done, or, in 
fact, over heard there of its being done. 
It is only in Eng'land and Aiin'ri<ta tlitit 
I I'ver lieardof it. Children are loved 
there just as much as they are here. 
.Motlier'iood is honored more. 

'•'j'hc .story of men throwing them- 
selves into the Ganges in lits of reli- 
gious fren/.y is another fairy tale. It 
]iroliably originated from the fact that 
iit llie great festival ludd Where the 
Gang.is emerges from tlio mountains 
into tho plain, enlU'd the "Gate of God,' 
in the crowds that press down to ihi- 
river to bathe it happened formerly 
tliai some were pushed or crowded into 
the stream by accident and swept 
£.'.vr.:y. The government nowtakes pre- 
(•:ui1ions to prevent such ('asualties. 
Tiiat such tilings miglit easily liapjie-u 
yon ci.'i see for yourself wli'-n 1 tell yon 
ih;'.t I saw at the great festival in 1801 
over two million p(>opUi tb.ere, a-^eord- 
ing to the government estimate, al one 
time. When you remember that this 
festival v/as to celebrate the conipleted 
rni:r:,e of the constellations of the 
■/.odiLie through tlie heavens, and tliat 
t!i'.; ceremonial of bathing in the river 
wiis to be performed at a sign from the 
priests that tho course of the eonstella- 
tions was completed, you will won- 
der that such ca.sualtieswei^ not fright- 
ful in their extent. 

"The natives of India have no re.=-pecl 
for a liUropoan who tulopts their cns- 
toms'or marries a native \yife. Sucli 
men are looked on a good deal as 
'squawracn' arc among' the' Tndian.s. It 
i.s for this reason I look on the method 
pursued by the stilvation army of 
adopting native customs and dress as a 
doubtful experiment. 

"India is a wonderful country. l!ut 
it is wondcrfid rather in its civilization, 
the many cxcoUont traits of its inhab- 
itants and what they have done, that ex- 
cites our admiration, rather thiin \h\- 
cause of anything told about it in the 
apocliryphal tales that arc related of it."

TfiGUBLE O.N THE PDEBLA. 

Her Sailors Eeftme to Obey ders— A Formal 
Charge Laid Before the Sailors' Uulou. 

•San Fr.wclsco, Dec. 29 — The steamer 
City of I'uebla had a very rough passage 
from Victoria, and when off Capo Flattery 
her cargo, consisting of coal and other 
goods, shifted, throwing her over on her 
beam ends. When tho irrivtd. Capt, Deb- 
ney reported to Goodall, I'eikins & Co., her 
owners, that the sailors had refused to obey 
his orders to.shift tlie_ cargo, and only did 
so ut lust in' a very dilatory manner. Tho 
fireuien, tho coal passers and the entire 
steward's department worked vigorously 
and efhcienlly; but if they had followed the 
sailors' example the results might have been 
most disastrous. Capt. CJoodull said ho had 
sent a c )py of Capt. Duimey's statements 
to tho Sailors' Union for investigation. "In 
the past,,' said Capt. {.iondall, "tho union 
has alrt-uys punished any neglect or dis- 
obedience, and I have no doubt it will act 
as usual in this case, but I have received no 
reply from them. Tho firtmcn and coal 
passers will receive SIO each, and the mem- 
bers of tho steward's department 55 each, 
as a reward for their courage'" It was 
learned that tho union, last night, had ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate the 
cliaryea. It is chiimed that testimony so 
far obtained does not bear out Capt. Deb- 
ney's charges. Tho City of I'ucbla'a crew 
was compos-ed of experienced siilors, the 
majority of whom had sailed on tho vessel 
continuously for from six msnths to a year, 
and no complaint had ever before been 
made concerning them.
